There was only a dis- 
tance of 50 feet from where his spe- 
cial train stopped to where a motor 
launch was waiting to convey him to 
the George Washington. There was 
little cheering and applause from the 
several thousands who had gathered 
the embarkation pier. A proces- 
sion of Socialists, singing the ‘‘Inter- 
national.’ debouched from the Rue 
Siam as the President walked across 
the pier. The President waived his 
silk hat to the paraders. 

Gathered at the wharf 
French and American officials. 
first to greet the President were Ad- 
miral H. Salaun and Admiral E. N. 
Nenoit of the French navy. Rear 
Admiral A. S. Halstead of the Amer- 
ican navy and Major-General E. A. 
Helmick and jrigadier-General 
Smedley Butler greeted the President 
in turn. 

French Band Plays. 

Mrs. Wilson was presented with a 
bouquet of Brittany roses bv Mrs. 
Josephine Lewis of Cincinnati, O..

France. Mrs. Wilson wore 
a navy blue tailored dress and 4 
handsome but simple little hat, ap- 
parently the latest creation from the 
Rue de la Paix.

He spoke of the 
peace which had come to the world, 
and in closing said:

PRICES AT AUCTION IN ENGLAND 


Machines Used for Several Months 
Sell at More Than Original 
Cost; Due to Scarcity. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June 6§.—American 

army motor transport in England 
|has not cost the United States Gov- 
.ernment anything for machines, ac- 
cording to figures prepared at army 
headquarters here. Astonishing 
prices have been paid here for ma 
| chines the army has placed on auc- 
ition, touring cars, in scores of in-| 
stances, bringing more than the orig- 
inal cost, even though they have seen 
‘rather hard usage for months. 
The army purchased a number of 
cars of a light popular type for $450 
each and these have sold for as high 
as $1000 after being used eight 
‘months. Another machine, the av- 
erage purchasing price for which 
was $1085, has brought as much as 
$1890 at the auction sales. 

Altogether the army had 592 tour- 
ing cars, trucks, ambulances, motor | 
cycles and bicycles for its work of) 
‘transporting about 1,000,000 men’ 
through England. Only a dozen of 
these have been reserved to be used 
in the final clearing out of headquar- 
ters in London. The greatest de- 
mand has been for the touring cars, 
motor cycles and bicycles. 

England never did build such ve-'! 
hicles in quantity and during the 
war none were built for private use. 
Now the demand is so great that ac- 
tual values have been discarded al- 
most entirely.
